HISTORY OF THE REGIMENT.

stream Guards, nombering 99 officers and 730 
of other ranks.ander the command of Colonel 
Granville mith, who left-Aldershot for South 
ampton on the 29th ult, where it embarked, 
arrived at Alexandris on ths 8.3.

The regimeot came into existence at the 
Restoration of 1660. It is a matter of history 
how General Monk marched from the border 
village of Coldatream to pat Charles II. on the 
throne of Great Britsin, and in commemoration 
of that circomatance the regiment which 
partly formed his force was subsequently styled 
the Co'dstream Guards. As a matter of fact 
the regiment had been in existence from 1650 
as part of the Cromwellian army. The regiment, 
and the Royal Horse Guards (Blues), are tho 
only regiments now in existence that were in 
Cromwell's army. The Coldstreamers saw a 
good daal of service in the reign of Charles 
Il and bis anfortanste brother James Il. At 
the Revolation the regiment went over to the 
popular side, disgusted with, the treachery, 
and onkingly conduct of the last of the Stuarts, 

Under Kiog Wulliam the Coldstream Ragi- 
mont served in the Flanders Campaign. It was 
at Cadiz and Vigo, at the begioning cf the 
war of the Spanish Scooession. Some com- 
paoies were among the succor throwo into 
Gibraltar after its captore by Rooke ; and sob- 
| seqoently served in. Spain, ander Galway and 
Peterborongh, and at the battle of Almanzs. 
The regiment not in Marlboroogh’s earlier 
campaign ; bnt in 1708, foar companies (after- 
wards increased to six) firmed in battalion 
with some companies of the first Guards, were 
sont to Flanders, snd worthily represented the 
regiment at the grost victories of Ocdeparde
